When Mr. B. * Marks charges the 
K iv o rd- I 'x io s with hypocrisy, or any 
sort of falsification or misrepresentation, 
or that it is the enemy of irrigation or the 
interior, i.r of southern California, he 
simply ami flatly falsifies. It would be 
charitable to say unintentioutlly falsifies, 
but none the less his silly charge is wholly 
false and untrue in every particular. This 
journal was rngaged in the study of irri­ 
gation systems for California before Mr. 
Marks was heard of, and it has been all its 
years and ex¡>eets to remain the consistent 
ardent friend of agricultural interests of 
the whole State.

COURTS AND REPORTERS IN CONTEMPT. 
There is something very amusing in the 
daily iterated plea of the San Francisco 
Examiner that the Superior Court has no 
jurisdiction over its reporter who wrote 
the tabooed accounts of a trial in Judge 
Sullivan’s court. How it is that a Court 
of the State is limited in its jurisdiction 
where a newspaper reporter commits a 
contempt of court, is not made by any 
means clear. The Bulletin hits the nail on 
the head when it says that the willful re­ 
ceiver of stolen goods is as guilty as the 
thief. The Examiner insists that the Court 
has jurisdiction only of the persons in the 
,-ase on trial; that it is not privileged to 
inquire how newspaper reporters obtain 
their news, “ liecause that inquiry could 
throw no light whatever on the divorce 
case.” This is as lucid as darkness. The 
premise is an unsupportable assertion, the 
reason offered in support is dogmatic. Evi­ 
dently the law knowledge of the Examiner 
is the thinnest sort of gruel. It ought to 
answer, if it can, this question, “ Under 
our laws and system of government, how 
does the relation of a man to a newspaper 
exempt him from the pains and penalties 
that may be visited by a Court of the coun­ 
try upon a citizen not related to a news­ 
paper ?” 
The simple statement of the ease is this. 
A Court of the State forbade publicity to 
be made of certain scandalous testimony 
given in a case on trial. The San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, knowing this to be the 
order of the Court, by surreptitious means 
obtained, and in contempt of the order of 
the Court published the prohibited matter. 
The Court thereupon cited the reporter 
who wrote and furnished the article to the 
paper, to show cause why he should not he 
punished for contempt. Upon which the 
reporter’s paper entered the plea for its 
employe that he is a “ newspaper man,” 
and not answerable within the jurisdiction 
of the Court for that reason, and the fur­ 
ther one, liecause the inquiry into the mat­ 
ter of contempt would throw no light 
upon the case on trial. But the Court de­ 
nied the excuse and punished the man. 
The hollowness of the defense is show n 
by the statement that a matter of contempt 
of Court need have no immediate relation 
to a case on hand. It isa settled principle 
that in contempt proceedings the act of 
guilt need not he material to the case; it 
need have no relation whatever to the is­ 
sue. It is a side-bar question, a mere in­ 
cidental matter, and one that relates solely 
to the maintenance of the dignity of the 
Court and respect for its high office and 
its decrees. This is settled law. behind 
which and beyond which it is not possible 
to go. 
We look upon tiro Examiner ease as one 
of no mean importance, for if the Courts 
cannot maintain their position against the 
novel plea of the paper, then they have no 
power to punish any one for contempt of 
Court who is not immediately related to a 
case pending, and this involves very seri­ 
ously the character, integrity and useful­ 
ness of oar Courts, which must he sus­ 
tained, and their judicial character de­ 
fended, as necessary to the due enforcement 
of the laws. 
But even if wc accept the plea of the 
Examiner, it is insufficient, for the reason 
that when its reporter was called as a wit­ 
ness in the case fur the purpose of discover­ 
ing who, in or out of the ease, had con­ 
temptuously treated a Court order properly 
made in the case, lie became a party to the 
[iroeeedings the legitimacy of which is 
not questioned. Therefore, when lie ad­ 
mitted that lie knew the source from 
which his information was derived, knew 
who had violated the order, and refused to 
disclose that knowledge to the Court on 
the plea that Iris word of honor was 
pledged not to reveal his informant, lie be­ 
came a contumacious witness, and the 
Court had power, anil properly exercised 
it, to punish him for contempt. From the 
logic of this view of the case there ap­ 
pears to he no possible escape. 
Since the foregoing was put in type, 
.Judge Maguire, to whom the Examiner re­ 
porter appealed on a writ of habeas corpus, 
has remanded the prisoner. The Judge 
affirms in strong language the power of the 
Court to punish any one for contempt who 
is guilty of it, whether related to a ease ou 
trial or riot. He holds, and he could not 
hold otherwise under the law, that the 
Court had exclusive jurisdiction to deter­ 
mine whether or not the matter sought to 
be elicited by the question was pertinent, 
relative and material to the issues which 
were then being tried before him, and 
adds: 
1 am entirely satisfied that if. in the course of 
a trial, the Court finds that its lawful orders are 
boina violated, and thnl a wholesome provision 
of the law is being nullified by the misconduct 
ot parties or the treachery of counsel, it bus a, 
right, and is bound by duty to institute a seareh- 
in-T investigation, not only for the puqxise of 
placing the blame where it belongs, but for the 
further purpose of maintaining the legal rights 
of the parties aud the public in the ease on trial. 
The law gives to the parties and the public a 
right to have such eases tried with closed doors, 
and such proceedings aud testimony as may be 
necessary to enable the Court to enforce that 
legal right, in substance as well as in form, are 
as clearly a part of the case as is the testimony 
taken upon any issue raised by the pleadings. 
W hen a leader of the dominant party 
in the State Senate confesses, from his place 
in the chamlier, that his vision was failing 
him on the irrigation question, and that lie 
began to think the only way out was by 
the State’s exercise of the right of eminent 
domain, he expressed the involvment of 
thought that has been experienced bv all 
who have looked at this matter with un­ 
prejudiced eyes. The more the question 
is studied the more the force of the sugges­ 
tion of Governor Stanford is recognized, 
that the wise way in all this business is to 
be found in the calm of deeper study and 
ithe gathering of more information through 
home such means as that of a Commission 
lof inquiry and advice.

The M etropolis Crowded with Peo­ 
ple—Battle F lags and M arching 
V eterans—Great Generals.

S ax F rancisco, August 3d.—To-day was 
the greatest parade ever witnessed on the 
Pacific coast. San Francisco is dressed as 
she never was before. The decorations are 
magnificent. 
The whole interior has contributed to the 
vast crowd, thronging the streets of the 
city. It is impossible to say how many 
strangers are in the metropolis. But to put 
the number of coast and Eastern people at 
50,000 is by no means exaggeration. The 
great procession moved about 10:40 a. m . 
The first division was of United States 
troops, and the second embraced the Na­ 
tional Guard of California (the Second and 
part of the Third Brigades), distinguished 
guests, Posts of California G. A. R., police, 
bands, Committee of Management and 
Commander-m-Chief Burdette and stafb 
THE THIRD DIVISION

by scarred veterans; the Departments 
of Connecticut, Virginia, Missouri, Mary­ 
land, Maine, Massachusetts and New Jer­ 
sey. General Logan, in a carriage, rode at 
the head of the fifth division. The sixth 
division embraced the Departments of 
Georgia, Oregon, 
Washington 
Ter­ 
ritory, Tennessee, Utah, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Mexican War Veterans, Sons 
of Veterans, 
several bands and a 
drum corps. The seventh division em­

city officials, guests in carriages and citi­ 
zens mounted ami in carriages. The pro­ 
cession \va3 two hours and seventeen min­ 
utes passing a given point. 
GENER-YI.S LOGAN AND SHERMAN 
Were greeted by enthusiastic shouts as 
they rode to their places in the line. All 
along the line there was enthusiastic cheer­ 
ing by the multitude. 
Just behind the National Guardsmen 
was a wagon-load of flowers, from which 
beautiful little girls strewed flowers in the 
path of the veterans. 
The Department of California made a 
spl( ndid showing. The Colusa county del­ 
egation was conspicuous by reason of an 
emblem it bore—a staff made of wheat. 
Drum corps were attached to nearly all 
the Eastern delegations. That of Oregon 
was the largest and best. 
The line of march was from Jackson 
street and Van Ness avenue to Market, to 
Kearny, to Montgomery avenue, to Mont­ 
gomery street, to Market, to Mission. 
At Lotta's fountain Governor Stoneman, 
Mayor Bartlett and the G. A. R. officers re­ 
viewed the procession. 
The estimated number of those in the 
line is 11,200. 
No accidents of noteworthy importance 
are reported. Good order prevailed, and 
people manifested the most enthusiastic 
feeling over the appearance of the veterans. 
Walter II. Holmes was Grand Marshal 
of the day, and his stall was as follows ; 
Edward S. Saloman, Grand Chief of Staff, 
and C. Mason Kinne, Chief Aid. The aids 
were 11. II. Warfield, J. G. Geisting, J. M. 
Litchfield, James Kip, Jerome Deasv, Geo. 
W. Walts, J. M. Davis, B. O. Carr,‘T. H. 
Allen, W. 1L Aiken, II. H. Linnell. E. W. 
Bushnell, J. W. Staples, T. II. Goodman, 
It. M. Cashin, George C. Smart, Frank E. 
Myers, J. Macdonough. 
General Turnbull commanded the Na­ 
tional Guard- of California in line, and he 
was accompanied by bis staff. 
The Department of Massachusetts was 
tlie largest in the line, numbering 170 dele­ 
gates. They bore a miniature copy of the 
Bunker Hill Monument, that attracted 
much attention. Lincoln Post of this De­ 
partment wore blue helmets with gilt 
hands, and .Ouhlgren Post. No. 2, wore 
white helmets. Members of both Posts 
also wore white belts with swords. 
RATTLE FLAOS. 
The Maine delegation bore six shot-torn 
and bullet-pierced, tattered and smoked 
old battle flags. Among battle flags car­ 
ried was one that was lirst to enter Charles­ 
ton after its surrender. Uf the thirty-seven 
battle flags carried by the Department of 
New York, it is to be said that nine of 
them were permitted to be brought to the 
State by special vote of the Búllalo Histori­ 
cal Society, and then only under the moat 
solemn obligations taken to care for them 
tenderly and with utmost caution. As the 
wind blew strong to-day, and the day was 
damp and raw, and the flags tattered and 
but shreds, their custodians refused to un­ 
furl them and risk their utter destruction. 
They are 
NEVER Again 
To be taken into a procession; this is their 
last appearance outside the glass cases of 
the Historical Society, where some of them 
will be kept, while others will be nut in 
the rotunda of the Capitol at Albany. 
One of the flags displayed to-day was 
the flag of the Union Continentals. This 
company was composed of met: too old to 
go into service, hut who made up a home 
guard. Millard Fillmore, a President of 
the United States, was once Captain of this 
company. In 1861 ladies of Buffalo pre­ 
sented this flag to the Union Continentals. 
Another noted flag was the standard of the 
United States Fifteenth Regiment Invalid 
Corps. It is a large blue flag bordered with 
what was once bright yellow or golden 
fringe. In the center remains of an eagle 
and a motto that had been painted thereon 
could he distinguished, bat the standard 
was so badly torn that the figure was al­ 
most effaced. A small, unpretentious 
American flag was displayed also, ragged, 
torn aud smoke-begritocd. It was the flag 
that flew at the main-topiuast when Far- 
ragut was lashed in the rigging during the 
engagement at Mobile Bay. The Society of 
CALIFORXIA VOLUNTEERS 
Carried to-dav a silk flag riddled by rebel 
bullets. On one of the stripes is printed 
in gilt letters: “ 21 Infantry Cal. Vols." 
And on the third stripe below is the motto: 
“ Defend the flag.-' The Hag was made by 
a ban Francisco firm, and was presented to 
this regiment for being the first regiment 
of California volunteers to go to the front. It 
was the flag of the "California Hundred.'' 
The flag that was carried at the right of 
the Maine Division was the once magnifi­ 
cent silk battle flag that was presented to 
the Second Maine Regiment in April, 1861, 
by the Maine ladies residing in California. 
There were three flags of the One Hun­ 
dredth New York that were in the thickest 
of the tights at the siege of Yorktown, 
Williamsburg, Seven Pines, Fair Oaks, 
Bottom’s Bridge. White Oak Swamp. Mal­ 
vern Hill, Wood's Cross Roads, Cole's 
Island, Morris Island, Folly Island, at the 
assault and siege of Fort Wagner. Poi t 
Walthall, Drury’s Bluff, Bermuda Hun­ 
dred, siege of Petersburg. Newmarket 
Road. Charles' City Road. Hatcher's Run, 
Fort Grigg, and at Appomattox Court­ 
house. The "Old Hundredth New York,” 
under Colonel James M. Browp, were in 
active duty during the war from the time 
they were mustered into service, in Sep­ 
tember. 1801, until August 28, 1865, when 
tbeir shattered ranks were mustered out. 
After the battle of Fair Oaks this gallant 
regiment was adopted by the Buffalo Board 
of Trade, and was known ever after as the 
Board of Trade Regiment. 
The flag of the 
CALIFORNIA HUNDRED 
Excited great interest though only a few 
shreds clung to the staff. Formerly it bore 
on its sides the names of the battles where 
it led the front rank and the armies in 
which its bearers served—Potomac River. 
Orange >t Alexandria Railroad, Shenan­ 
doah Valley. Rappahannock River. Janies 
River, Petersburg. Appomattox River; the 
upper red stripes the armies they served in 
—Department of Washington. Army of 
the Potouiac, Army of the Shenandoah. 
Sheridan’s Cavalry; the lower red stripes 
their chief campaigns—Mosby's guerrillas, 
Early's defeats, capture of Richmond, sur­ 
render of Lee. grand review; on white 
stripes were the names of the fifty battles 
in which they participated—South Anna 
Bridge, Brcioksville. Ashby's Gap, Coyle’s 
Tavern, Little River Pike, Draines- 
ville, Rectortown. Point of Rocks, 
Aldie, Frederick Pike. Tenaillvtown, Fort 
. Reno. Fort Stevens, Rockvilie, Poolsville, 
Leesburg, Snicker's Gap. Nolan’s Ford, 


Sheplierdstown, White Post, Middletown, 
Kernstown, Cedar Creek, Winchester. Ber- 
ryville Pike, Charleston, Summit Point, 
Ilallstown, Berrvville.Smithfield, Opeqtian 
Creek, Knox Ford, Front Royal, Shale 
Mountain, Surry Courthouse. Mills’ Ford, 
Waynesboro’, Mount Crawford, Tom’s

I SECOND DISPATCH ] 
S an F ra n cisco, August 3d.—The day of 
the great parade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic opened gray and chilly, but to 
those who were to march over tiro long 
route this did not have a depressing in­ 
fluence. When the fog had been driven 
away by the sun, and the streets were as 
bright as sunlight could make them, the 
cool breeze from the ocean made it evident 
that for the parade the day would be per­ 
fect. There was a bracing element in the 
air, which made marching less tiresome 
than usual, and the absence of heat enabled 
the veterans to go from one end 
of the route to the other without discom­ 
fort. The city to-day 
PRESENTED a SIGHT NEVER TO 
be FOR­ 
GOTTEN 
By San Franciscans. Seldom, if ever be­ 
fore in her history, have so many visitors 
been seen in her streets. There is no ex­ 
aggeration that it is safe to say that, in ad­ 
dition to the 15,000 visitors from beyond 
the Sierras, fully as many, if not more, 
came, for this day at least, from all parts of 
the State. The towns within a radius of 
100 miles contributed a good share of their 
population. Early in the morning family 
parties from the suburban towns came to 
the city, and secured places favorable to 
see the mammoth parade. They came to 
make a day of it, and armed with a picnic 
supply of rations. The early ferry 
steamers were jammed—standing-room 
even was at a premium. The crowd moved 
all in one direction—toward the streets 
through which the procession was to pass. 
I’y 9 o'clock nearly all favorable positions 
for outlook had been secured. Still the 
people came pouring in never-ending 
streams front the ferries, from the out­ 
skirts, and from all the residence portions 
of the city. By 10 o'clock Market, 
Kearney and Montgomery streets were 
jammed. There seemed at that time 
FIVE DISTINCT LINES OF HUMANITY. 
Along either side, by the curbing, were two 
lines of people waiting for the coming ot 
the veterans. In the street, moving rest­ 
lessly up or down, as the freaks of the mass 
directed, was a moving stream, and beyond 
them, over the two stationary lines of wait­ 
ing humanity, were two other crowds 
moving slowly on the sidewalks. Over 
half the

as 
the 
best 
place for observation, and just when 
the procession turned in ftotu Van Ness 
avenue the street was almost one solid 
mass, which the few policemen were pow­ 
erless to control, and which gave way only 
when the advance platoon of officers came 
down the street. Every available space 
was captured by the sight-seers. There 
seemed no bight which the enthusiastic 
spectator could not overcome. Even the 
I.OFTY TOWERS OF THE NEW CITY 1IALL 
Wfcre crowded with spectators, and the I’al- 
ace Hotel roof had a cresting of curious 
humanity. The Posts began forming on 
Van Ness avenue. The first to arrive on 
the scene for the procession were the Aids, 
mounted and glittering. The regular troops 
from the Presidio were the first of the mili­ 
tary to arrive. Next appeared the mounted 
police squad. The Iowa delegation were 
the first of the Grand Army men to appear 
on the avenue. Soon after the Iowa men 
appeared, the Grand Army delegations 
came in rapid succession. The troops and 
Grand Army men arrived from every direc­ 
tion. Soon a long line of 
BLUE-COATED VETERANS EXTENDED ALONG 
THE EASTERN SIDE 
Of Van Ness avenue, down to and into 
Market street. On the west side of the 
street were drawn up the National Guard 
of California, the United States troops, the 
line of carriages containing distinguished 
guests and officials, and all the bodies 
which covered as escort. A score or more 
of hands, clad in bright colors; as many 
more drum corps, also gaily clad—these 
added to the general bright effect of the 
array. The comrades of the G. A. R. Posts 
ot California, with few exceptions, carried 
each an American flag, and the fluttering 
line of flags extended many blocks along 
the avenue. A dozen bands, at once seized 
with the same impulse, ployed as many 
tunes; the sounds ol cannon in the dis­ 
tance, the signals lor forming and starting 
the procession, punctuated the tunes. It 
was some time after the hour assigned for 
moving that the procession was under way. 
When the word of command came and 
echoe I along the line, twenty or more 
brass-headed sticks were flourished in the 
air fantastically by drum-majors, drums 
rattled, and brass bands played, and bugles 
signaled. The Grand Army stood while 
the line of escort passed in review. Then, 
when the rear of the first division moved, 
the veterans wheeled into colnrnn, and the 
parade was under way. 
IT TOOK TWO HOURS AND TEN MINUTES, 
Including stops, when it was fairly started, 
to pass a given point where it was timed, 
or about one hour and a half actual time. 
One gentleman, who counted and estimated 
the procession when it reached Montgom­ 
ery street, found that there were then 
about 8,200 persons in line. Many had 
left the ranks before then, however, and it 
is probable that there were over 10,000 In 
line at the start. Just prior to the start 
General Logan passed up Van Ness avenue 
between the lines, and had a flattering re­ 
ception all along. The Grand Army men 
waived their flags, the National Guard men 
cheered, and bands of music played until 
iiis carriage was by them, on its way to its 
station in the tirst division. 
TIIE PRINCIPAL INTEREST WAS CENTERED 
In the veterans, the men who had taken 
part in making history. The police, the 
National Guard, the United States troops, 
and all the first division, was compliment­ 
ed as it passed. The wannest applanse 
was reserved for the veterans in the first 
anil succeeding divisions. The Department 
ot California was very largely represented, 
and the Posts of which the veterans are 
members are all over the State. Lincoln 
Post marched in solid phalanx, and the 
tattered war flag which they carried was 
cheered at several points. That was the right 
of the line of Grand Army Posts. From 
tiiat point backward over a long distance 
the waiving of flags carried by the Grand 
Army men rose and fell, producing an ex­ 
tremely pretty effect. 
THE FINE APPEARANCE OF GEO. H. THOMAS 
POST 
Called out applause. Just behind the drill 
corps of the Post the New Jersey Zouaves 
were found. Their uniform was showy- 
red caps with white plumes, white coats, 
red trousers, with black stripes, and brown 
leggings. The corps carried a number of 
trophy tiags. The sober, black suits of 
Thomas Post set off the gay appearance of 
the crack New Jersey Post with strung 
etlect. The Posts from the interior turned 
out well, and made a good appearance. 
The veterans were cheered at many points. 
Some sang war songs at intervals' as they 
marched. Joe Hooker Post astonished the 
spectators with two gill drummers, who 
rattled out music in the drum corps in 
good shape, and the girls were cheered. 
Appomntox Post carried a tattered battle- 
tlag. A Stockton Post had another. The 
visiting delegates with varying numbers 
marched steadily and took much evident 
interest in what they saw. 
fTHIRD DISPATCH. I 
THE NIGHT PROCESSION. 
San F rancisco, August 3d.—The streets 
from the Occidental Hotel to the Me­ 
chanics’ Pavilion were thronged to-night 
to witness the parade from the former to 
the latter place. The procession was com­ 
posed of a wagon in the lead which carried 
a crew of imps who kept a cauldron of red 
fire burning the whole distance passed over. 
The Flambeaux Club, of Topeka, Kansas, 
and a detail of Grand Army comrades from 
the various Posts of California acted as 
escort to Commander-in-Chief Burdette. 
At the pavilion a reception was tendered 
to the G. A. It., the Society of the Army of 
the Potomac, the Loyal Legion, Woman's 
Relief Cor;is, and kindred societies. The 
pavilion was filled to its utmost capacity. 
An address of welcome on behalf of Cali­ 
fornia was delivered by Governor Stone- 
man, and on behalf of the city by Mayor 
Bartlett, to both of which Commander-in- 
Cbief Burdette responded. General W. T. 
Sherman followed Burdette, and in re­ 
marks which were at times very humorous 
paid a lieartv compliment to the ladies and 
gentlemen of California for their un­ 
bounded hospitality. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH. 1 
San F rancisco, August 3d.—One unex­ 
pected result of the procession, and which 
to many was very serious, was the rush to 
restaurants immediately after the parade 
was over. Three hundred thousand peo­ 
ple, including visitors, had been standing 


from 8 o'clock to twenty minutes to 3 
without anything to eat. As soon as the 
cry went up, “ It’s all over!” the half-fam­ 
ished beings rushed to the restaurants, and 
so great was the crush that, within five 
minutes, the proprietors had to lock their 
doors, or it would have been im­ 
possible for the waiters to serve 
those 
who 
had 
secured 
places. 
Several 
cases 
of 
women 
faint­ 
ing from hunger and fatigua are 
reported. Those who had to wait until the 
first rush was over made a descent on the 
bakeries and fruit stands, and cleaned up 
everything in sight. To make matters 
worse, most of the large restaurants, al­ 
though they had laid in large extra sup­ 
plies, ran out of both bread and meat, and 
as the markets were closed it was found 
impossible to replenish the larders. All 
sorts of devices had to be resorted to, with 
such success that every one managed to get 
something. As the day was delightfully 
cool no accidents from heat are reported. 


Special N um bers. 
The San Francisco Call ot Tuesday was a 
mammoth paper. It consisted of no less 
than 28 pages of eight broad columns to 
each page. There were no large cuts to 
displace matter, but numerous portraits. 
Outside of the ordinary news matter and 
recital of current events, the text of the 
paper was given up to the history of the 
great events of the war of the Rebellion, 
sketches of prominent Grand Army mem­ 
bers, and ol distinguished men of the na­ 
tion, living and dead, to accounts of the ar­ 
rival and reception of Grand Army delegates 
and visitors at Francisco, und to articles 
with illuminated sketches, on these subjects: 
Personal sketches of men of the war; big 
guns of the artillery service: surgery in 
the war; the Qua trrrnaster, and l.is place 
in war; persona! sketches ol leading Grand 
Army men and delegates; great events of 
the war; the naval work of the war; the 
sanitary fund, and the work of the Com­ 
mission in California; the great men of 
the army; great battles of the war; veterans 
of the Department of California ; the Wo­ 
man's Relief Corps; rise and progress of the 
Grand Armv of the Republic; Past Com­ 
manders ol the order; biographical sketches 
of every delegate to the National Encamp­ 
ment, classified by States (a work that must 
have engaged weeks of labor and an ener­ 
getic working mu of plans of which there 
is no parallel in the history of journalism). 
In addition there is a page of local social 
news and the usual make-up matter of a 
city daily, it is the laigest paper, we be­ 
lieve, ever issued upon the coast, and is cer­ 
tainly the most personal one in the history 
of newspaper work. The issue must have 
involved tremendous and unremitting la­ 
bor and a heavy outlay of money. It is by 
all odds the most exhaustive Grand Army 
edition ever issued, and if reduced to hook 
form would make an octavo volume of over 
500 pages of lung primer type, in whicn the 
general run of books is set. We congratu­ 
late the Call upon its superb effort and 
splendid accomplishment. Jt has certainly 
borne off the palm. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of Monday 
was a special Grand Army edition, and a 
splendid number. It consisted of sixteen 
pages, of nine narrow columns to the page, 
set in lean nonpariel type. It embraced a 
comprehensive history of the war and of 
the Grand Army of tiie Republic. Except 
for maps, no space was taken up by cuts. 
Much space was given to accounts oí Cali­ 
fornia lands lor sale, advantages of the 
State for home-seekers, a map of all rail­ 
road and Government land in northern 
California, with accurate descriptions of 
locations, etc. In addition, all the usual 
matter of the daily issue was presented. It 
was a tine paper, creditable in the highest 
degree to its publishers, and evidencing a 
great amount of labor and research. It is 
especially a valuable number for northern 
California interests.

W H E R EA S, THE LEGISLATURE OF TIIE 
■ * state of California, ni iia Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the lililí day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third i of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight. Ten and > leven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NU.UHEU ONE. 


Section l. AH property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of tne 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to it 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
seciion, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership: prm-TUd, 
that growing crops, proper*y used exclusively 
fi r public schools, and such as may belong to 
the I nited .States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corpora!ion within this state, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to l>e and shall be 
assessed *v.d taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further. that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section 'Jen ol this article; and, 
provided jurflter, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
aud vessels owned and registered or enrolled 1 it 
this rtate, or may tax such ships ami vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may al¿-o provide, 
except in ease of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents *f this Sta:e. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
eacli taxpayer in this State to make and del,ver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting lorih specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, excrpt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
first Monday in Maxch. 
Sec. 10. All property, except lailroa l prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall te assessed 
in the county, city, city aud county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tux of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross enniingi, canted 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, Ftations ami their 
appurtenances, and upon ferry boats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort- 
gage-», deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon rach prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person skpli be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the :hirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, an-iually. 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the $Utv Bourel of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be prc- 
'cribed by said Board; jworeded. however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cares 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this rtate. the grore an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
yird- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
.Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
state and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained 'by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
rio» In the proportion which the Drnnber of 
miles of such railroad situated I nth re state, a n t 
used;» making such earnings, t«ars to “ he 
whole number of miles thereof, bv the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thi’j ascertained

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, shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
I shall be taken urn! deemed to be the gross earu- 
¡ ingsof such railroads tor all purposes of assess- 
rnent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
I section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings tjb e added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys.era shall by 
treated as cife road. One-third of the tux paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shah become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city aud 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, as-ocia ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pnv the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
came due. or wi bin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to ope rate 
their railroads within this State. The tnxe3 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the 1 egislature may impose fi»r the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinVefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in sceh manxier*as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, ro far a* 
the same are situated ap bin the boundaries of 
any common schoil district, thail be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of tho district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same us other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they arc situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be c abject to an ad valorem (ax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be ns^essed and 
collected from persons, corporations, jo^int stock 
associations or companies, resident *< doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such ea«cs and amounts and iu such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
dslay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law. except uroif a showing that the 
game property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to the Tax collector, or into 
Coiirt. oí a sum equal lo the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. question: 
provided, that in all cases actions may be mniu- 
tained against the Tax Collect r to'recot 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
muy be broQtbt, to try them, opon (he request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and sucn taxes so pnid under protest shall 
b“ retained by the Tax Collector* or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
fcueh actions shall have been finally decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
No liing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tux heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ae- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, in te n t or 
penalty: and all laws iu force at the adop‘ ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, nnd shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, T herefore, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883," the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 
Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One.” aud the nALbOTs uaed at such 
election must contain the words, 11 FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” and the word-. 
"AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 
And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and convietion of any and 
every person violating any ol the provisions of 
Title IV.. Part 1, of the Penal Code; such rewards 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dolían.

W here They Arc to lie Found on J and 
K Streets. 
That Sacramento should have an in­ 
spector of buildings was the cry that went 
up on every hand when Moore s Opera 
House fell some years ago, burying many' 
human beings in its debris. The same cry 
was heard when the Coolot balcony fell, at 
the southwest corner of Eighth and K 
streets, a year or two later, on the 4th of 
Jnlv, breaking the bones of some women, 
nnci maiming for life a number of children. 
We should have a Building Inspector, was 
again heard some three years ago, when 
the Grand Army Hall collapsed and sent 
to eternity five members of the First Artil­ 
lery Band. “We should have an inspector 
of {buildings,” was heard on every hand 
yesterday morning, when poor Fritz Her­ 
bert was picked from out the rotten debris 
of the collapsed awning of the Stoll build­ 
ing, at the southwest corner of Eighth and 
J streets, and conveyed to his home on K 
street, between Sixth and Seventh, wliere 
the attending surgeons ascertained that 
both his ankles were not only dislocated 
but fractured. “ We ought to have an in­ 
spector of buildings." said General Hart, who 
was passing at the •time, and miraculously 
escaped being buried by the falling ruins. 
That we willeyer have a Building In­ 
spector is in no wise probable. If such a 
large number of collapsed buildings, falling 
awnings, accompanied with such fatal re­ 
sults will not stir the authorities to 
action, then indeed does it seem that 
no reform in that direction would 
be probable. That buildings arc con­ 
stantly being erected that are in viola­ 
tion of all architectural laws, so far 
as strength is concerned, is a matter of 
common notoriety. That many buildings 
on J and K streets, old brick structures 
that have stood the fires and Hoods of years 
agone, are tottering against each other, 
lean worse than the Tower of Pisa, is evi­ 
dent to all who have noticed their 
bulged walls, settled pillars, etc. That 
the public may know something of 
these death-traps—for they deserve no bet­ 
ter name—a representative of the Record- 
U nion took a walk along J and K streets 
yesterday, and tried to locate where the 
next disaster was likely to occur. He 
found so many that it was hard to dis- 
crimate between them as to which w is the 
most imminently dangerous, hut it can be 
said, however, that most of (hem are the 
property of non-residents, who refuse to 
allow their agents to make anv repairs, no 
matter how necessary. The next accident, 
or series of accidents, will likely occur 
on next Wednesday, during the" Grand 
Army reception parade; the next when 
the 
circus 
parade takes place, 
a 
few weeks later, and similar accidents 
will succeed each other on all occasions 
when a large number of people are called 
upon the street at the same time. There 
are few balconies on J and K streets out­ 
side those of the Clunie building and the 
various hotels that are able to support any 
weight, and at any time a half-dozen people 
go upon them, not only are their lives in 
danger, but all the lives of those on the 
sidewalk beneath are imperiled. They are 
old, affected with dry rot, spring from the 
buildings, and while they present a sem­ 
blance of strength, it is entirely deceptive— 
a mere showing of putty ami paint. 
Among those that should receive imme­ 
diate attention, that should he condemned 
because of their actual danger to the travel­ 
ing public, are the following : 
The entire awning around the building 
at the southwest corner of Eighth and .1 
streets. The entire strucfcire is rotten; the 
supports are nut plumb, but in some in­ 
stances more than a foot out of line. 
The awning in front of 019 J street is rot­ 
ten and dangerous. 
Nos. C14 and 010 J street are no better— 
while not quite so rotten, are equally as 
dangerous. One little support holds up 
both awnings and is liable to fall with the 
least weight. A horse tied to the post, if it 
should pull back, would bring the entire 
structure into the street. 
No. 021 J street is a patehed-up, rotten 
awning, liable to give a newspaper reporter 
an item and the Coroner a subject at any 
time. 
Nos. 003,527,525,505 and 507 J street are in 
the same deplorable condition, and regular 
ey e-sores. 
N os.-105 and 407 J street do not belong 
to a non-resident, yet the supports of the 
balcony all lean a foot or more, and look as 
though the entire structure was ready to 
topple upon the heads of the passers by. 
This it will probably do someday,and then 
the owner, a man of wealth, may expect to 
pav heavy damages. 
Nos. 415, 417. 216, 218, 220, 127 and 123 
J street, are old, rickety and rotten, and a 
disgrace to the street. They ought to be 
condemned and torn down. 
No. 1021 Second.street, opposite the Union 
Hotel, i> an eye-sore as well as a very dan­ 
gerous awning. 
K street lia> stronger and more substan­ 
tial buildings as a general tiling than J, 
and her awnings are somewhat better, but 
none are exceptionally good. Those that 
need looking after immediately are Nos. 
108, 106, 210, 212, 306, 319, 401, 716, 806,808 
and 918. They are anything but substan­ 
tial sti uctures. 
A Swindler Decamps. 
An individual giving the name of Henry 
Harvey appeared in the city ten days or 
two weeks ago, representing that he was 
from Salem, Dr., a dealer in boots and 
shoes, and that he desired to find a good 
location in Sacramento, to which he would 
bring from Salem his slock of goods. He 
finally procured from Mrs. H. Kohler a 
lease of her store, No. 515 J street, for one 
year, signing the papers “ Henry Warren,” 
but in ali his other transactions in the 
eity his name was “ Harvey.” He then 
ha l Sprague A Elliott do carpenter work to 
the amount of about $200 in fitting the 
store up for his uses; employed a painter 
todo some ornamentation; purchased from 
Ben Cohen curtains, etc., to the value of 
$17 ; from S. J. Jackson about $50 worth of 
hardware, and trom D. McKay a set 
of harness, whip and lap-rohe" worth 
$35, forgetting in every instance to 
make cash payment. About tlie close of 
last week, finding that lie was nearing an 
explosion, lie went to M. Kirsch and of­ 
fered to sell the articles placed in the store 
by Jackson and Cohen for $17. Kirsch saw 
that there was something wrong, declined 
to buy, and immediately notified the deal­ 
ers named, who took prompt stops to re­ 
cover their property ; but Harvey, when he 
saw that his scheme had failed, hastened 
lrom the store and slipped away through 
an alley, since when he has not been seen. 
Subsequently McKay was informed of what 
had taken place, and called upon the po­ 
lice for assistance in finding the smooth- 
talking boot and shoe man, and in recover­ 
ing Ids harness, it having been ascerlained 
that the latter had rented a house on Eighth 
street, between H and I, officer F’erral went 
there yesterday morning, entered through n 
window, searched the premises, and found 
that the only articles in the house were the 
harness, whip and lap-robc, which the ras­ 
cal hail concealed there. So far as heard 
from, the carpenters and painter are the 
only persons much injured by his opera­ 
tions. 
Tunneling I’ml•*r the Tracks. 
Colonel Von Schmidt came to the con­ 
clusion on Monday that it would not be 
judicious to attempt to lead the pipe from 
the dredger into China slough through the 
nassagen'ay constructed beneath the tracks 
by the railroad company to enable their 
employes to reach the Third-street bridge 
from the shops when the tracks were full 
of cars, and arrangements were made for 
a box tunnel, four feet wide, to be con­ 
structed beneath the tracks midway be­ 
tween the depot and the Third-street 
bridge, and a force of laborers commenced 
operations upon it yesterday.

SHOULD HA V E BEEN BURNED ON SIGHT. 
T he idea of such a man as l)ave Terry 
going before the Legislature and m aking 
such charges against Justices Morrison and 
Sharpstein is farcial in the extreme, and if 
the Legislature is so foolish as to retire 
those Judges on such grounds, the m em ­ 
bers thereof will richly earn the contem pt 
of every honest man in the State. 
Instead 
of appointing a committee to investigate the 
nonsensical charges which have been made 
by Terry, costing thousands of dollars to 
do the same, they should have thrown 
them into the fire.— Nevada City Transcript. 


GROSSLY DECEIVED. 
The people of California were grossly de­ 
ceived by the sm art schemers at the bottom 
of this irrigation movement, and as the 
scales fall from their eyes and they begin 
to understand the hidden purposes of its 
leaders, they are justly indignant at the 
deception.

WASTING TIM E AND M ONEY. 
T he legislators at Sacramento are wast­ 
ing their time and the people's m oney by 
seriously entertaining the charges of David 
Terry against two Justices of the Suprem e 
Court. The evident anim osity of the charge 
is not commendable, and it ought to he 
squelched for that, if for no other reason. 
Everybody who has kept posted on the 
Sharon case will believe that if the Court, 
instead of denying, had granted Terry’s 
motion to dismiss the defendant's appeal 
from Judge Sullivan's order granting large 
counsel lees and alim ony, the Legislature 
would never have heard of these charges. 
It is not the business of Legislatures to 
cater to personal spites and animosities, 
and we think the people of the State would 
have heartily approved their representa­ 
tives in 
Sacram ento if Judge Terry's 
charges had been kicked out of doors as 
speedily and unceremoniously as parlia­ 
m entary procedure would perm it, 
The 
Legislature has no authority to act upon 
the charges at this session. 
The Constitu­ 
tion declares that at a special session the 
Legislature “ shall have 110 power to legis­ 
late on anv subjects other than those speci­ 
fied in the proclamation ” calling it to­ 
gether. The Governor's proclamation con­ 
vening the special session does not contain 
anything that can he construed as apply­ 
ing to such action as Judge Terry's charges 
would make necessary.—Santa Cruz Sentinel. 
MOST REMORSELESS. 
T hey seem to forget that the parties who 
engage in the business of creating Courts to 
m ake law to order may at the next turn of 
the wheel he obliged to stand to their de­ 
fenses. 
But the notion that “ after us the 
d eluge’’ is in some quarters more widely 
prevalent than is generally supposed. * * 
But the Court must, in the nature 
of things, decide either against the one or 
the other powerful suitors who appear at 
its bar. 
If it is on every occasion to be re- 
oigunized out of existence by the defeated, 
there will be an end to law and justice 011 
the Pacific coast. Of all the attacks on the 
Court the last was the most remorseless. 
There is som ething shockingly repulsive in 
the idea of calling up a Judge on the 
charge that his health is poor—thus plac­ 
ing a m an in the attitude of a criminal, 
because of a visitation which may have 
been the result ot a too earnest devotion to 
his public duties. Chicl Justice Chase 
lim ped around on crutches for years in the 
Capitol at W ashington, partially paralyzed, 
but no one thought of hauling hint up for 
trial 011 the ground that lie was incapaci­ 
tated. Justice H unt, of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, was for m any years 
an invalid, but he was not even placed 011 
the retired list and pens’oned, as the law 
permits, till he had reached the full age of 
seventy. 
In a young State like California, 
which has so m any questions pending, for­ 
bearance equally great cannot probably be 
exhibited. 
But if any of our Judges are 
not as competent for their work 
now as 
when they were elected, there is a decent, 
civilized and Christian m ethod of dealing 
with a condition of that kind. 
There 
should certainly lie kind treatm ent for the 
public servant who has worn him self out 
in the discharge of his duties, and not 
brutal outrage, as if he were a malefactor 
and a criminal. The Assembly has re­ 
fleeted no credit on itself in what it has al­ 
ready done in this matter. 
It certainly 
does not represent the benevolent feel­ 
ings of the State at large. 
But when it is 
but too apparent that it instituted its harsh 
proceedings from purely sinister motive*, 
the case against it becomes still worse. 
The wonder is that any body of men could 
be found in the State so lost to decency as 
to sum m on Judges before it to plead by 
reason of the illness and suffering which 
they may have had to endure. 
If there is 
any relief needed for the State in the prem ­ 
ises, it will be found in a hum ane and civ­ 
ilized m anner by the new Legislature, 
which will soon convene.—S. F. Bulletin.
